FIRST WOMAN AT OLE MISS 
72 YEARS AGO THIS MONTH 


Seventy-two years ago this month, 
in September, 1882, women were admit- 
ted for the first time to the University 
of Mississippi—the first state-supported 
School in Mississippi admitting women 
students. 

The Board of Trustees voted to ad- 


mit "females" on the same basis as 
men, except in the preparatory divis- 
ion. 

The first student body to include 


women had only 11 out of a total en- 
rollment of 259. The first University 
graduating class of women in it was 
that of 1885. Among the honor “men” 


the highest ranking was Miss Salle 
Vick Hill, who became a mémber of 
the newly organized Industrial Insti- 


tute and College for Women, and in 
the fall of 1885 was designated by the 
Board to teach elocution.
